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ABSTRACT 

Information on research funds available to Texas 
public senior academic institutions and health science centers in the 
fiscal year (FY) ending August 31, 1988 is presented. The total for 
FY year 1988 was $686,845,728, wh^ch is an increase of 12.58% over FY 
1987. The public senior general academic institutions received over 
$442.1 million for research during the year, an increase of over 
10.78%. More than $244.7 million were available for research 
activities at the public health science centers. The federal 
government continued to be the major source of research funds to all 
Texas institutions of higher education, particularly the health 
science centers. Federal funds accounted for over $353.5 million or 
over 51% of the total. State appropriated funds increased from $114.7 
million to $129.5 million. Research funds from private sources, 
institutionally controlled sources, and others amounted to almost 
$203.8 million, an increase of over 23% from the previous year. 
Source and amounts of research funding for all reporting institutions 
are shown in nine tables. Attached is a listing of research 
expenditures classified as "other 11 (Texas public senior institutions 
and agencies of higher education), FY ending August 31, 1988, and 
sources of funds classified as "other" for the same institutions, 
agencies, and dates.

Fiscal Year Ended August31, 1988 



Research Funds made available to Texas public senior academic institutions and health 
science centers were $686,845,728 for Fiscal Year 1988, an increase of $76,731 ,526 ur 12 58 percent 
over Fiscal Year 1987 

The public senior general academic institutions received over $442 1 million for research 
during the year, an increase of over 10 78 percent. Over $244 7 million were available for research 
activities at the public health science centers This reflected an increase of $33 7 million or i5 97 
percent. 

The federal government continued to be the major source of research funds to all Texas in^ti 
tutions of higher education, particularly the health science centers. Federal funds accounted fur uver 
$353.5 million, or over 51 percent of the totals. State appropriated funds increased from $114 7 
million to $129.5 million, an increase of 12.94 percent. 

Research funds from private sources, institutionally controlled sources and others amounted to 
almost $203.8 million, an increase of over 23 percent from the previous year

Research expenditures by the public senior academic institutions totalled $441,123,248 Of 
this amount, $426,962,704, or 96.7 percent, were expended in the followingcategorieb. 

Physical Sciences, including Engineering and Mathematics ($274,124,441), Life Sciences, 
including Agriculture and Home Economics ($100,770,741), Social Sciences ($23,753,993), Business 
Administration ($10,186,005), Education ($9,565,839), and Veterinary Medicine ($8,291,685) 
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The public health science units had $244,708,790 available foi research activities during the 
fiscal year ended August 31, 1988 Of this amount, five had nearly $228 million, or 93. 1 percent of the 
total. These were The University of Texas System Cancer Center ($79,520,515), The University of 
i eAaa ncQiui kAicute v^cm,c» aw i^anas v*>c> i ,ao / ,u^.u;, i ne o mvei sity oi i exas neaun Science center 
at Houston ($35,282,178), The University of Texas Health Science Center at San Antonio 
($29,455,1 17), and The University of Texas Medical Branch at Galveston ($26,314,102).

Medical Research ($158,902,160) and Biomedical Research ($69,478,186) accounted for 93 
percent of the funds expended by the public health science units. The remaining seven percent of the 
research funds were expended in the areas of Dentistry ($4,142,273), Public Health ($3,820,356), 
Biological and Other Sciences ($7,991 ,527), and Nursing ($334,628). 



The' research expenditures reported by all the stMe-supported senior institutions reflect only 
the support of active research projects in process or completed during the fiscal >ear ended August 31, 
1988. Capital expenditures for improvements used almost exclusively for research and graduate 
studies or for the procurement of equipment are not included.
